Graphic Picture of German Plight. 

The situation was graphically ex- 
plained today by General March, chief 
of staff, in a mid-week conference with 
newspaper correspondents. For the 
last twe days, General March said, the 
employment of probably fifteen di- 
visions of fresh German reserves on 
the Soissons jaw of the trap has prac- 
tically steadied the line there. On the 
eastern jaw front, however, the enemy 
has been crushed back mord than a 
mile and a half on a ten-mile front, 
further imperiling his whole position 
in the salient from which he is endeav- 
oring to extricate his troops. 

“The railroad running from Soissons 
to Chateau Thierry is now either in 
our hands or under our fire,” General 
March said, indicating the fronts on 
his war maps. | 

(‘The only way in which the enemy 
can get out now or get supplies pver 
a railroad, is by the remaining line 
from Nanteuil or the Oured to Das- 
eches ‘on the River Veale. 

“It was necessary for him, if he did 
not intend to be caught absolutely in 
a pocket, to keep troops from advanc- 
ing and cutting off this road, which 
would put him entirely at the mercy 
of the allied forces.”

Order Issued by State Fuel 

Administrator Cuts Out 
‘Unnecessary Lighting on 
Monday and Tuesday of 
Each Week,.

“Lightless nights” on Monday and 
Tuesday of each week will be resumed 
mext week in Atlanta and throughout 
Georgia in accordance with an order 
issued by State Fuel Administrator L. 
G. Hardman and received in Atlanta 
yesterday. 


The use of lights generated by the 


consumption of coal, gas, oil or other 
fuel for illuminating or displaying ad- 
vertisements, announcements or signs 
or for the external ornamentation of 
any building must be discontinued on 
these nights, it is ordered, with the 
exception of roof gardens and outdoor 
restaurants and picture shows. Street 
illumination will be festricted to the 
hours between sunset and sunfise and 
the amount of public lighting in any 
city reduced to that necessary for 
safety. 

Lights in store windows can be used 
only between sunset and sunrise and 
must be shut off on the “lightless 
nights.” 

That part of the order which it is 
believed will directly affect Atlanta’s 
white way reads.as follows: 


“The amount of public lighting in 
y city, village or town shall be only 
so much as may be necessary for safe- 
ty, and the use of lights commonly 
known as cluster lights for purposes of 
display or decoration shall be reduced 
to such portion of the cluster as is 
necessary for safety.” | 

Administrator Hardman's order is 
part of a general order issued “by the 
fuel administration at Washington 
which deals more harshly with the 
northeastern section of the country 
where there was a greatest scarcity of 
fuel last winter.

Fight Between Great White

London, July 24.—From three to 
eight submarines are said to have been 
concerned in the attack on the White 
Star Liner fusticia, according to The 


[Daily Mail, which says the fight be- 


gan at 3 o’clock Friday afternoon and 
lasted intermittently until Saturday 
morning. The ship sank about 1 o’clock 
in the afternoon after nine torpedoes 
had been fired. 2 

When the liner was first struck the 
torpedo boat destroyers which accom- 
panied her raced to attack the enemy 
and dropped many depth bombs, while 
patrol boats stood by the ship and a 
tug took her in tow. 

The second and third torpedoes were 
fired about 5 o’clock in thg afternoon. 
Both missed their marks, one going 
ahead of the steamer and the other aft. 
Two hours later another torpedo was 
seen coming, but when it got close a 
gunner on the Justicia with extraordi- 
nary aim hit it clean and exploded it. 

All was quiet until 8 o’clock in the 
evening, when the fif torpedo was 
sighted. The gunners on the Justicia 
placed their shots so near it that the 
torpedo was deflected and missed its 
target.

The British losses totaled 161,062 
tons.and allied and neutral losses 114,- ) 
567. 

The total losses for the quarter end- 
ing June 30 amounted to 946,578 tons, 
which was the lowest record for any 
quarter since the third quarter of 1916. 

Sailings continue at the high level 
of recent months. The tonnage of 
steamships of 500 gross tons and over 
entering or clearing from United King- 
dom ports, other than coastwise and 
cross channel vessels, totals 7,430,386 
tons. The total sailings for the quar- 
ter ending June 30 was considerably 
higher than the sailings of the two 
preceding quarters. 

The above figures were announced 


by the admiralty tonight. The state- 
ment shows for June a drop in the 
world’s sinkings of 81,905 tons as com- 
pared with May; 387,786 tons as com- 
pared with April, and 125,834 tons as 
compared with March of the present 
year..

GERMANS OFFERING 
FIERCE RESISTANCE, 


In the Marne region north of Cha- 
teau Thierry the Americans and French 
hade met with the fiercest kind of re- 
sistance, for here the German machine 
gunners and infantrymen are striving 
hard to stay their progress in an en- 
deavor to extricate large numbers of 
the German forces who are in danger 
of capture, and also to save part of the 
great number of guns and quantities of 
war materials, which it is impossible to 
get out except by the high roads over 
the undulating and wooded country.

tions. We thought this was the plan of 
last year. 

Accordingly our board in meeting on June 
8 voted for this. We thought this was un- 
derstanding last year when our bill for 
dormitory was held back. Also, we under- 
stood that, officials had said we could get 
building this year. 

Probably some of the authorities do not 
know all these facts. Is it possible for you 
to get this matter adjusted by your ex- 
ecutive committee so there will not be any 
misunderstanding or friction? Surely when 
the facts are known there should be no op- 
position to our bill this summer. 

Last year Representative Ennis of his 
own accord introduced bill for dormitory 
saying that majority of legislature would 
favor. In spite of this encouraging news 
the president of college and our official 
board notified Representative Ennis not to 
press bill, stating that we did not wish to 
antagonize the authorities at Athens.

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THE LYNCHING MENACE. 


Representative Law, of Burke county, has 
introduced in the house of representatives a 
bill intended to put an end to mob law in 
Georgia. 

It provides that any sheriff— 

“who negligently, wilfully or by want of 
proper diligence, firmness and prompt- 
ness, allows a prisoner to be taken from 
his jail or his custody and put to death 
by Violence, shall not only be guilty of 
a misdemeanor, but shall forfeit his 
office and become ineligible to hold any 
office in the state.” 

That sort of a law would stop lynching in 
Georgia. 

Nor is there anything about it that is 
unduly drastic or to which any reasonable 
citizen—sheriff or what not—can justly take 
exception. 

It is as much a sheriff's duty to protect 
the lives and the rights of prisoners in his 
charge as to protect the lives and the rights 
of free citizens. It is as much his duty to 
enforce the law against mob murder as it is 
to enforce the law against murder by an in- 
dividual. 

Whenever a prisoner—either before or 
after conviction, it matters not—is taken 
from the authority of the law and the courts 
and lynchéd the occurrence in itself convicts 
the sheriff, in whose keeping the victim had 
been, of failure, either because of incompe- 
tence or of malfeasance, to perform the du- 
ties which the people elected him to per- 
form. 

Therefore, such a sheriff has no further 
claim upon the public’s confidence and trust; 
and, having forfeited those things, he should 
not be permitted to retain his office. Fur- 
thermore, having proven himself derelict to 
duty in one office, he should not be permitted 
to enjoy another. 

Plainly, it is going to require some such a 
law as that to pat an end to the mob evil 
in Georgia; and it is equally plain that the 
time is not far distant when, if the state 
itself does not take a firm, determined and 
effective stand against lynching, the national 
government itself will assume jurisdiction 
and invoke federal measures that will 
stop it! 

As pointed out by Rev. Rembert G. Smith, 
one of the state’s foremost Methodist minis- 
ters, in a communication in another column 
of this page, a note of warning to this effect 
already has been sounded in Washington. 
It has been made plain that the bane of 
lynching in this country no longer is local, 
but that it is impairing our strength as a 
world power—all of which is presented force- 
fully by Mr. Smith. 

Mr. Smith urges the state legislature to 
take such action as is necessary to forestall 
the otherwise inevitable intervention of the 
federal government. 

The Law bill affords an excellent vehicle 
for such .action.

Georgia bean millers, on the other hand, 


having no organization, were at a disad- 


vantage, were overstocked and in some in- 
stances suffered for want of market even at 
a time when a shortage of stock feed was 
being experienced throughout the eastern 
and western dairy regions; and today some 
of them have large stocks of velvet bean 
meal in their warehouses. 

Organization and cooperation is neces- 
sary to the highest success of any industry 
nowadays; and the bean millers of Georgia 
can do nothing more directly to their own 
interest, and to the interests of the producers 
of this important field crop and to the com- 
mercial interests of the state in general than 
to emulate the millers of Alabama and pur- 
sue the trail blazed for them under Mr. 
Smith’s energetic leadership. 

The value of bean meal as a dairy and 
general live stock feed is well established. 
In fact, there are few feeds that are more 
nutritious, or that are more profitable. both 
to the consumer and to the grower. The 
business of milling the raw product into 
meal likewise is a lucrative one when fol- 
lowed, as it is in Alabama, along recognized 
modern business lines. And at a time like 
the present, when there is a superlative de- 
mand for live stock and dairy products, and 
consequently for stock feeds, any action that 
is intended to encourage production and to 
stimulate output comes in line with patriotic 
service. 


HINDENBURG AND HELL.

And they won’t let him stay dead long 
enough to forget it! 


A HAPPY SUGGESTION. 


From the Pacific coast comes a sugges- 
tion that the national encampment of the 
Grand Army of the Republic be held next 
year, for the first time in its history, south 
from the Mason and Dixon line. 

It seems, according to The San Francisco 
Chronicle—a republican newspaper of the 
“rock-ribbed” type—that a federal army vet- 
eran of that city, a member of the G. A. R., 
returned home recently after a tour of the 
south, “enthusiastic over the loyalty of the 
southern people and the kindness with which 
they receive the survivors of those whom 
their fathers fought as enemies;” and that 


this patriotic old fighter of the ’60’s “sug- 


gests that it would be a graceful recognition 
of the complete reconciliation of sections 
once arrayed in arms against each other, 
and of the present solidarity of the Ameri- 
can republic, if the national encampment of 
the Grand Army for 1919 should be held in 
the city of New Orleans.” 

“There is no doubt about the loyalty of 
the south,” comments The Chronicle edito- 
rially, and it goes on to felicitate the coun- 
try upon the fact that the old fires are out 
and sectional hatred a thing of the past, 
saying: 

It is well that the old animosities have 
gone out of our hearts. It is well that 
they have been replaced by a common 
devotion to a common country and a 
common cause. It would be well to cele- 
brate and cement this common loyalty 
by a meeting of the survivors of the 
two armies in the historic city of New 
Orleans, the gracious hospitality of 
whose people is known to the world. We 
do not doubt that upon intimation of 
its acceptability New Orleans would ex- 
tend a formal invitation for such a 


gathering, and, if given, it ought to be 
accepted.

Georgia Assembly Urged to 
Remove “Menace of the Mob“ 


Editor Constitution: The people of Geor- 
gia are becoming accustomed to wise and 
courageous leadership from Governor Hugh 
M. Dorsey, and so they were not surprised 
when in his message to the general assem- 
bly he urged upon that body the importance 
of taking steps to reduce the evil of mob 
law in Georgia. The necessity for such a 
suggestion was made all the more evident 
because not very long ago a negro woman 
wes lynched because she was alleged to 
have made “unwise remarks” about the 
lynching of her husband. In this case the 
prophecy that the spirit of disregard for 
law would spread so that mobs would not 
only lynch men for the unmentionable 
crime, but for smaller offerises, was fulfill. 
ed, though no prophet, perhaps, went so 
far as to foretell that a Georgia mob would 
actually murder a woman for talking. 

The governor declared that if state gov- 
ernments proved their inability to restrain 
mobs, that the national government would 
inevitably intervene—all abstract theories 
about state rights to the contrary notwith- 
standing. In fact, the president is already 
realizing that this is a national problem, 
and, according to intimations from Wash- 
ington, is about to issue a solemn appeal to 
the people that they réspect the processes 
of the law and allow criminals to be pun- 
ished by the officers of the government. 

The lawlessness of our land is even hav- 
ing damaging results in our international 
relation. The lynching of Praeger at Col- 
linsville, III., has actually been made use 
of by Germany in its propaganda against 
the United States in Mexico, South America 
and Europe. The kaiser's agents are quick 
to take up anything which can be used to 
our damage, and nothing suits them any 
better than instances of bloody lawlessness 
on the part of American mobs. It it true 
that they do not represent the spirit of our 
péople as a whole, but it has become our 
imminent duty to gontrol the lawless at 
home. We boast of our free institutions, 
but we should not forget that they are 
to be judged by the test of, our 
treatment of the individual, and that even 
the criminal individual should be dealt with 
by the processes of law. When that is not 
done the community suffers through the 
spread of the spirit of anarchy, and law- 
abiding patriota are made to hang their 


-heads in shame when mobs hang men and 


even women for trivial offenses. 


It becomes increasingly clear that we are 
going to whip the Hun, though even that 
result can be impeded by lawlessness back 
here at home, but there are going to be some 
great tasks before us after the war. Social 
and industrial readjustments will have to 
be made, and the mighty forces of our in- 
ternal life as a nation will have to be con- 
trolled and co-ordinated. It is time now to 


prepare for this work. The danger of de- 


struction by ruthless Hohenzollern tyranny 
is growing less, and will disappear; but we 
should not forget the menace of disintegra- 
tion as the result of insurgent individual- 
ism, which, moved either by resentment be- 
cause of some heinous crime or by the spirit 
of reckless revenge, might threaten the very 
foundations of political and social order. 
The mob is a menace, and as such should 
be met by the wisdom of our legislators in 
the passing of the laws that are needed and 
by our executives in the courageous utfliza- 
tion of those laws until the reproach of un- 
restrained lawleasnesa is removed from our 
people. :

State to Lend Credit 
For Farm Development. 

In short, the Olive bill provides— 

The removal of the constitutional objec- 
tion to the state lending its credit or in- 
curring indebtedness in so far as it permits 
the lean of its credit to the farmer to buy 
a home, develop the same and liquidate the 
indebtedness to the state by a plan of 
amortization. 


* * * * 
The caption of this bill follows: 


„A bill to be entitled an act to amend 
article 7 of the constitution of Georgia by 
adding thereto an additional section to be 
known as section 12, providing that the 
state of Georgia may borrow money for a 
period of thirty years, or less, for the pur- 
pose of lending the same to bona-fide pur- 
chasers of farms of not more than 80 acres; 
to create a farm home loan commission, 
to authorize said commission to make rules 
and regulations for such loans, to authorize 
such commission to borrow mongy on the 
credit of the state at a rate of interest not 
to exceed 4 per cent, and to lend the same 
as hereinafter provided at a rate of interest 
of 5 per cent; to repeal conflicting articles 
and sections of the constitution of Georgia, 
to provide how the voters’ of the state shall 
vote on said amendment, and for other pur- 
poses.” 

The features of the bill are as follows:

‘Salient Features 
Of the Credit Bill. 


The creation of the Georgia farm loan 
commission, to be composed of the governor, 
attorney general and the secretary of state, 
which commission is authorized and directed 
to issue, sell or pledge bonds in the name 
of the state, to be known as the Georgia 
farm home loan bonds in an amount not 
to exceed 2 per cent of the assessed valua- 
tion of all the property in the state, and 
to place the proceeds in the state treasury 
in a fund to be known as the Georgia farm 
home loan fund. 8 

These bonds will be issued in denomina- 
tions of $25, $100 and $500, and will be issued 
in series of ten thousand, or multiples 
thereof, drawn to mature in not more than 
thirty years. 

The bonds will not be sold until appit- 
cations from bona-fide purchasers of land 
aggregating $10,000 have been filed with 
and approved by said commission. 

The bonds will bear interest at a rate of 
4 per cent per annum, payable annually, and 
will be exempt from taxation by the state 
of Georgia or any of its subdivisions. 

After application to the amount of the 
first $10,000 shall have been made, the com- 
mission may in its discretion issue and sell 
additional bonds to the amount of $10,000 
in anticipation of additional 
but the commission will not be authorized 
to issue at any time bonds for more than 
$10,000, unless bona-fide applications for 
farm home loans have been received by the 
commission, aggregating more than $10,000. 

The commission will as promptly as pos- 
sible after favorable consideration of appli- 
cations make loans as provided. The bill 
further provides that the commission is ex- 
pressly authorized to adopt rules and regu- 
lations and to take such steps as absalutely 
necessary to enable it to promptly make 


such loans.

Loans Made Only 
To Farm Occupants. 


The commission is authorized by the bill 
to loan the moneys only to bona-fide pur- 
chasers of farm lands in Georgia, and upon 
notes secured by mortgages or deeds of trust 
constituting first liens on such farm lands 
in amounts which shall not exceed 75 per 
cent of the appraised value of such lands. 

The credit of the state will not be loaned 
to any person to purchase more than eighty 
acres of land, nor land valued at more than 
$50 per acre. Nor shall a loan of less than 
$200 nor more than $3,000 be made to any 
purchaser of land. 

It further provides that such loans shall 
not be made except to owners who “operate” 
and “occupy” lands mortgaged, and shall be 
made for the following purposes: (a) The 
payment for lands purchased; (b) the pur- 
chase of live stock and other equipment and 
the making of improvements which in the 
judgment of the board will increase the 
productivity of such lands or add to their 
value as a farm home in a degree to justify 
such expenditure, and (c) for the satisfac- 
tion of encumbrances upon such lands which 
in the judgment of the board were incurred 
or assumed by said applicant for the pur- 


poses mentioned.

The Rates of Interest 
Paid and Received. 

The state's bonds to create the loan fund 
are to be sold at a rate not to exceed 4 
per cent, and the borrower, in turn, pays 5 


cover the administrative expenses. The bor. 
rower also will be required to pay an ad- 
ditional charge of 1 per cent for the loan 
granted, the minimum charge to de $10 to 
cover the cost of appraisement and the ex- 
amination of title. 

Any aurplus arising from the interest 
differential and the loan fee of 1 per cent 
is to go into the treasury to the credit of 
the farm loan fund, and it is to be irre- 
ducible except that it may be drawn upon 
to reimburse the state for loss incurred in 
the administration of the rural creditg sys- 
tem created by the bill when enacted. — 

The bill provides that loans granted shall 
be repaid with interest accruing in annual 
installments on the amortization plan, such 
installments being fixed at such sums as 
will cover the interest rate and will liquidate 
the debt in a period to be agreed on between 
the board and the applicant, the period to be 
not less than five nor more than thirty-six 
years; but any debtor may liquidate any 
@art or all of his indebtedness in amounts 
of $50 or multiples thereof upon any pay-

The only feature of the bill that may 
créate a doubt is its practicability in the 
present times. 

The measure is intended undoubtedly: to 
begin its good work in the early days of 
reconstruction—the glorious after-the-war 
days when the boys will be home, when new 
aspirations will guide the fortunes of our 
people, shaped upon new conditions, new op- 
portunities and new hopes.

This reminds me to say the Brown bill 
Providing for a constitutional amendment 
permitting the issuance of bonds on a two- 
third majority of the voters voting, instead 
of a two-third inajority of the registered 
vote, will come up in the house today or to- 
morrow. It has passed the senate and the 
house committee has made a favorable re- 
port. 

The enactment of this bill—and it will 
take a two-third vote of the full membership 
of the house to pass it—will be one step 
toward a better highway system in Georgia. 

Its defeat will be the falling out of the 
procession of progress. Surely Georgia will 
not do that. 

The Andrews bill to amend the constitu- 
tion permitting the levying of taxes for in- 
ternal improvements, will come up in the 
senate today or tomorrow. It will take 30 
votes to pass it. 

This is the actual corner-stone of a bet- 
ter highway system in Georgia.

Legislative Committees 
Confer’ On Highway Measure. 


Talking about highway legislation, 
presiding officers of the two houses are 
taking definite steps toward a highway 
measure at the present session, independent 
of the two constitutional amendment bills 
that must necessarily be enacted and 
ratified before any satisfactory adequate 
through-state legislation can be accom- 
plished. 

To at least make a beginning, however, 
President Olive and Speaker Holder had a 
committee from both houses meet in confer- 
ence with Judge Petterson, chairman of 
the Georgia highway commission; President 
Winn, of the Georgia State Automobile as- 
sociation, and others, looking to taking 
definite steps along a systematic legislative 
program. There were present such leading 
members as Garland Jones, Morton Turner, 
Senators T. A. Brown, H. H. Price, H. R. 
DeJarnette and others of both branches. The 
conference was held at the Kimball. 

Mr. James, a personal representative 
from the bureau of roads, Washington, was 
present by request of President Winn, and 
made a most comprehensive talk, fully ex- 
plaining the federal law regarding the road 
funds provided for the states, and how 
Georgia’s part of the federal aid fund was 
obtainable, or rather unobtainable. 

Mr. James went fully into the matter, 
and was asked many pertinent questions by 
the members present, which answers served 
to elucidate many of the things that have 
hitherto clouded the subject. 

The sum of Mr. James’ speech was that, 
in order for Georgia to get these moneys, 
three years’ appropriations now being avail- 
able, she must change her state constitu- 
tion, as has been repeatedly stated by The 
Constitution, and organize a technical high- 
way commission—a commission so organized 
and functioned that the government could 
deal with the state direct, and not with 
counties.

Government Wi!l D. al 
Only With States. 


Up to some months ago the government 
undertook to deal with the counties direct, 
or about twenty-eight hundred in the union 
—entirely too many units to do business 
with—but now it proposes to deal only with 
state highway commissions legally created 

th ample powers so that any contract 
made with it may be executed without in- 
terference from any county or county com- 
mission. 

Judge Patterson, chairman of the state 
highway commission, said that the collec- 
tion of automobile license tax was uncon- 
stitutional, but Garland Jones differed with 
him and said that the collection of such 
money was merely a license to operate an 
automobile, and was therefore constitutional. 
Others emphasized the fact that this license 
was too low, but that it was better not to 
attempt to raise it until a more satisfactory 
distribution of it could be settled; but ag- 
surance was freely offered that automobile 
owners would have no objection to more 
than doubling their license if they knew 
that a highway commission could be estab- 
lished that would handle this money ang 
do real constructive and work 
that would stand the travel all the Year 
round; and if such could be enacted into law 
would produce, based on the number of cars 
now in Georgia, something like five or six 
hundred thousand dollars yearly, not 
into consideration the annually increasing 
number of owners of autos. 

W. R. Neel, engineer of the highway com- 
mission, exhibited a comprehensive system 
map executed for this occasion. It showeg 
suggestiens for two classes of roads. 


Letter from a reader: 

I have been watching your column with 
great interest and have found many things 
from which I have derived benefit, but I 
have never seen any reference to St. Vitus’ 
dance. 

My daughter, aged 9, had been acting 
strangely for some time, but I did not think 
of anything serious until she began to 
twitch her hand and feet and draw her face 
constantly. 2 

She had scarlet fever a year ago and a 
few weeks later began to have pain in her 
arms and legs, with swelling and redness 
of the knees and ankles. About that time 
she had a severe attack of tonsilitis. The 
pain and swelling moved from place to place. 
She was out of school two months. Then 
she tried to make up her studies, and soon 
she began to act strangely, she seemed to 
be very sensitive, cried over trifles, and lost 
weight. 

She has not been able to walk for some 
time. 

Should she be treated by a nerve spe- 
cialist? 

Would electricity be advisable for her 
case? We would be grateful for any sug- 
gestion you may be able to offer. 

Chorea, commonly called St. Vitus’ dance, 
is no more a “nervous” disorder than scar- 
let fever or tonsilitis is. 

Electricity is no more essential in the 
treatment of chorea than it is in the 
treatment of. joint inflammation such as the 
little girl has had. 

It was wrong to send her back to school 
before her health was fully restored, and 
doubly wrong to urge her to make up her 
studies. 

Tonsilitis, scarlet fever, joint inflamma- 
tion (so-called acute articular rheumatism, 
inflammatory rheumatism, rheumatic fever, 
or acute infectious arthritis), and St. Vitus’ 
dance are different expre@ions of an infec- 
tion, probably with a Streptococcus, which 
gains entrance through the tonsils. Which 
may explain why competent physicians in- 
sist on a patient with ordinary tonsilitis re- 
maining at rest in bed. Another accident or 
incident -of a Streptococcus infection enter- 
ing through the tonsils is acute endocarditis 
(inflammation of the heart lining) produc- 
ing valvular leakage. All the more reason 
for dealing with tonsilitis or sore throat as 
a serious matter in every instance. 

A child with Ste Vitus’ dance requires, 
first of all, absolute rest in bed, preferably 
on a porch or elsewhere in the open air. 
Next, the daily supervision of her physician. 

Even after the acute or feverish stage 
has passed and the child is really able to be 
about, it is remarkable how great the im- 
provement from a day or two of confinement 
in bed. Better sleep at night; less twitching 
and jerking of the muscles by day. 

Throughout an attack of St. Vitus’ dance, 
which endures for from three months to 
three years, depending largely on the intel- 
ligence applied in the management of the 
treatment, the child’s heart must be watched 
by the attending Physician, who should pe 
carefully chosen.

Early Session of House Call- 
ed This Morning for Final 
Action on Elders’ School 
Tax Bill—Senator Elders 
Discusses Measure. 


Final action will be taken on the 

Elders’ school tax bill by the house of 
representatives this morning when it 
meets at 9 o’clock for that purpose. 
The session was called an hour early 
80 as to allow action to be taken on 
the measure. 
The bill was introduced in the senate 
by Senator H. H. Elders, of the Second 
district, and passed by that body. Since 
ite passage it has been in the house, 
where several amendments and substi- 
tutes have been proposed for it. 

Today the bill is up for final action 
by the house after two weeks of dis- 
cussion and postponement. 

Senator Elders, speaking last night 
of the outcome of today’s action on the 
measure, said: 

“This is the most important piece of 
legislation for our schools that has 
been before our legislature since the 
State constitution was written in 1877. 
I are nothing for the honor or dis- 
honor that may come to me. 

“It makes me sad when I think of 
good men in the house fighting this bill 
when it will help their children and all 
the children around them. 

“IT am in favor of the Burwell-Swift 
substitute or amendment, or anything 
else any member may add to it, just 
since they have in it that the county 
boards of education may have a right to 
levy a tax in some small amount for 
our schools. I am in favor of the 
Beck amendment that would limit it to 
a trial of two years. 

“I am informed that such a good man 
as Culpepper, of Meriwether, is against 
this bill because he wants every coun- 
ty to pass on this for itself. I am in 
favor of this, and I beg Mr. Culpepper 
to so amend the bill that it will only 
apply to those counties voting for it in 
the election. 

“TI trust this can be done. 

“As Lincoln eaid to his peace commis- 
sioners when he sent them to confer 
with the other side, ‘Just write union 
on ohe side and anything they want on 
the other.’ So just write the power for 
the county boards to levy some local 
tax and add anything else you want. 

“Some say if it is passed we will cut 
state aid to public schools. That is not 
true, and every man in the house knows 

We are for our schools and we 
must help them. 

“If the house today passes thie bill, 
our state will go forward ten vears in

SENATE COMMITTEE 
FAVORS SKELTON BILL 


Proposed Law Would Abolish 
Neill Primary Law for 
State-Wide Voting. 


The senate committee on privileges 
and elections in session Wednesday 
afternoon reported that Senator Skel- 
ton’s bill, doing away with the Neil 
primary law and providing a system of 
state-wide voting in its place, should 
pass. 8 

The Neil primary law as passed two 
years ago provided that the nomina- 
tion of the governor, United States 
senators and congressmen should be 


done on a county unit system. 

The substitute to this law provided 
by Senator Skelton states that the gov- 
ernor and United States senators should 
be nominated by the candidates receiv- 
ing a majority of all of the votes cast 
in the state, while congressmen and 
other statehouse officials should re- 
ceive a plurality of all votes cast. This 
would do away with the county unit 
system entirely, which was charged by 
Senator Skelton to be exceedingly un- 


ust. . 

, If the bill is passed by the legisla- 
ture it will not have any effect in the 
coming election as the bill provides 
that it shall be submitted to the peo- 
ple in the November election for ref- 
erendum. In that election the ballots 
pertaining to the Skelton bill are pro- 
posed to read: “For a state-wide pri- 
mary system,” or “for a county unit 
system.’ 

The eneral judiciary committee 
No. 2 of the senate recommended to 
pass a bill by Senator Andrews to 
change the procedure in obtaining mar- 
riage licenses, to define the essentials 
of a marriage contract and to strength- 
en the marriage laws. 

It was shown by Senator Andrews 
before the committee that in view of 
the fact that there had accumulated on 
the desk of the superior court during 
the past 60 days’ recess 97 divorce 
cases, something should be done to stop 
this growing evil. 

Among the provisions of the Dill is 
one that before a marriage license can 
be issued application must be made five 
days in advance and the ordinary 
should post the application at the time 
made. Any person having objection to 
the marriage would have a right then 
to file objections to it and the objec- 
tions would be considered and acted on 
before the court. 

It was stated in the meeting that 
the bill had been indorsed by ministers 
of practically every denomination.

BEFORE COMMITTEE 


Hooper Alexander Urges Re- 
peal of Bynum Law in Jus- 


tice to Landowners. 


The forest reserve bill by Mr. Stovall, 
of McDuffie, came up in the house con- 
servation committee, Mr. Taylor, chair- 
man, presiding, Wednesday afternoon, 
and was discussed at length, but was 
carried over for subsequent action, | 
probably coming up for final action 
Thursday. we 

A recent article appearing in the ed- 
itorial section of The Atlanta Consti- 
tution was quoted as cogent reasons 
by Senator Brown for repeal of the 
Bynum law, now on the state statutes, 
which provides that the United States 
government cannot condemn lands it 
desires to acquire unless a written re- 
quest is made by the ostensible owner. 

Andrew Gennett, of Franklin, N. C., 
appeared before the committee and 
urged the passage of the bill by Mr. 
Stovall, of McDuffie, repealing the By- 
num law. He stated that nd land own- 
er with cultivated lands need have 
fears as to condemnation of such lands 
since the Weeks act passed by con- 
gress protected all such lands. 

Hooper Alexander, United States dis- 
trict attorney, was asked to appear 
before the committee and stated that 
he desired it to be distinctly under- 
stood that the United States govern- 
ment was hands off in any kind of 
state legislation, and that he had 
merely appeared at the request of the 
committee. In his judgment he said 
it would be wise to repeal the Bynum 
law, as it was certain that the govern- 
ment would no longer purchase land 
in the state of Georgia under this law. 
He stated that a resolution had been 
passed in 1901 by the Georgia legisla- 
ture inviting the purchase of forest re- 
serve in this state, but the Bynum law, 
passed sebsequently, would prevent any 
further purchases. 

Mr. Alexander stated that the gov- 
ernment could condemn lands without 
consulting the state, but it did not 
want to 40 it that way. He said that 
the government was paying for moun- 
tain lands more than anybody else 
would and that it was an injustice to 
the owners who had such lands for 
sale and were not accorded the op- 
portunity under adverse legislation. 
The government, he said, was unwill- 
ing to purchase lands where the title 
was in question, and that condemna-

Mr. Hubbard has been prominently 
identified with the farming interests 
of his section of the county for a long 
time, and for the past seven years has 
been engaged in large cement con- 
tracts, doing perhaps a larger business 
of its kind than any other private con- 
tractor in the city of Atlanta. 

It was largely through Mr. Hubbard’s 
efforts that Bellwood avenue was open- 
ed up to Marietta street. He had long 
advocated the movement, which by 
many was not regarded as feasible on 
account of the narrowness of the road 
at and near its entrance into Marietta 
street.

Governor Dorsey last night refused to 
interfere, by either reprieve or commu- 
tation, in the executions set for Friday, 
July 26, of John Thompson, a white 


moonshiner of Troup county, convicted 
of murdering the sheriff of that county, 
and of Private Bart Goodwin, a white 
soldier of Polk county, en of 
murdenng his wife. 

Both of these men, therefore, will be 
hanged in the jailyards in their respec- 
tive counties tomorrow. 

The crime of which Thompson was] a 
convicted was committed on the night 
of July 26, 1917. Sheriff Shirey, of 
Troup, in company with an officer of 
the revenue department, made a raid 
upon the illicit distillery operated by 
Thompson, and in the ral Thompson 
opened fire upon the officers, killing 
Sheriff Shirey. He was arrested and 
convicted of murder in the first degree. 
Thompson is worth considerable prop- 
erty and made a vigorous but futile 
fight for his life, not only through the 
courts, but before the executive. 

The crime of Bart Goodwin was com- 
mitted in April,.197, while Goodwin, 
who had been in one of the camps, was 
home on furlough. The killing of his 
wife was proven to have been murder 
in the first degree, and he was sentenc- 
ed to hang. The case has been through 
every court, and the governor recently 
gave a hearing to the appeal for inter- 
ference.

Thousands Are Out — Many 
Grievances Are Claimed by 
Workers of Munitions.

London, July 24.—<A strike of muni- 
tion workers began at Birmingham at

| The aggregate membership of 
twelve societies affiliated with the 
joint committee of the .engineering 
trades unions is about 65,000, including 
about 5,000 women. Officials of the 
joint committee say they have no rea- 
son to doubt that all the workers will 
be loyal to the resolution to stop work. 
| The trades. union advisory com- 
mittee has been summoned * 
the ministry of munitions to 
conference Thursday to discuss the 
labor troubles at Coventry and the 
general labor position. How far the 
union officials will be able to influence 
the situation is impossible to say. 

Some reports are to the effect that 
the strikers are nearly all young men 
of military age who took refuge in the 
engineering trade from conscription 
earlier in the war and, it is said, are 
prepared to go to any lengths to evade 
active service. 

One Cause of Discontent. 

On the other hand one of the main 
causés of discontent is said to be the 
fact that semi-skilled youngsters who 
have acquired all the engineering 
knowledge they possess during the war 
are earning much higher wages than 
the older skilled men because the 

oungsters are paid at piece rates, 

his is said to be only one among a 
while the older men get time rates. 
espe aged of grievances which can be 
traced, according to some reports, to 
bureaucratic inaptitude. At the same 
time it is recognized that it is impos- 
sible to attempt to lower the piece 
rates, as, it is declared, this would re- 
sult in a national strike of far greater 
dimensions.
